GOLD RUSH

! A LL the gold in the early days— 
•"• in '"49 and '50—came from 
placer mining, -which means min- 
'ing on the surface or in, shallow 
'pits, or silting gold from the beas 
of streams. Compared to the 
'great amount of the 
precious 


metal underground iiiis surface 
.gold was almost insignificant in 
quantity, but the gold in the un- 
•derground lodes could be reached 
only by sinking deep shafts, driv- 
ing tunnels into the sides of moun- 
tains, and using expensive rock- 
crushing machinery. There was 
noae of that in California in 1849: 
the machinery and the mining 
.corporations came laier. 


In placer marmg the gold -was 


.found in tiny nuggels of the pure 
rnetaJ. about the size of the grains 
of sand or even smaller, bat an 
occasional find -weighed two or 
.three ounces. The most likely 
.places for finding these morsels 
ot goM were the beds of streams. 


A miner, working in a brook 


or creek, would go into the -water 
barefoot. with his trousers rolled 
above his knees and has sleeves 
'wp to has shoulders. He would 
'carry i -wooden bucket or a simi- 
lar receptacle. He -would then 
scoop up the sand and gravel:

It is no justification to say that 


civilianSjShouId not travel unneces- 
sarily. The la\v is that they have 
as much right to travel as Mrs. 
Eleanor Roosevelt, the Hollywood 
communists who went to Wash- 
ington to celebrate their fouith 
term victory or the 300 members 
of the 1,000 Club whose tnp con- 
sumed the equivalent of a 14-car 
Pullman train to and from the 
capital for the formal exercises 
and the incidental drinking. They 
have as much right to travel in 
the best accommodations to be 
had as Elliott's latest wife whose 
trip for the inauguration seems 
to have been her second since their 
marriage. They are no less en- 
titled to go to conventions, wheth- 
er of antique dealers or the Sons 
and Daughters of I Will Arise, 
than Mrs. Roosevelt, Sidney Hill- 
man and a thousand others were 
to occupy train space to Chicago' 
for the purely political convention 
of the CIO, or William Green. Dan 
Tobin. Joe Padway, and all the 
miscellaneous high-binders, drunks- 
thieves and racketeers were to go 
to the convention of the American 
Federation of Labor in Kqw Or- 
leans. If such people have the 
right of assembly so have that 
feat and faceless multitude whom 
these patronizing- and self-recog- 
nized superiors refer to as "the 
little people". Pressure on the rest 
of the nation to stay home, ap- 
plied through hardship, tin eats of 
delay, hunger, sleepless nights, 
cold and opprobrium are plain 
expressions of that arrogance to- 
ward "the masses" which now dic- 
tates the conduct of those who 
have come to regard themselves as 
the "rulers" of the republic.

every type of machinery formerly 
listed.

Cheaper Process for 


Making Thiophene Is 
Announced by SO Co. 


New York—(AP)!—The Socony- 


Vacuum Oil Company has an- 
nounced discovery of a new pro- 
cess for making thiophene, a 
colorless liquid which had been 
costing $54 a pound, from petro- 
leum. 


The announcement said the dis- 


covery make this rare chemical 
cheap enough, to be manufactured 
commercially. Thiophene is heav- 
ier than water and smells a little 
like benzene. 


Thiophene will alter the efects 


of medicines, the color of dyes 
and some of the properties of 
plastics, such, as brittleness, hard- 
ness, and .elasticity. 


The new cost was not jjiven, but 


the company said it would be low 
enough for experiments in many 
fields of chemistry and that it 
showed promise of very wide- 
spread use.

"Jimmy Roosevelt's 


Special" Today 


Chicago, Jan. 29—(AP)—Wags 


at the Chicago & Northwestern 
Railroad station yesterday had 
coined a few names for the road's 
crack streamliner, City of Los 
Angeles—the "Jimmy Roosevelt 
Special." 


The streamliner was held up 


for an hour and seven minutes 
Saturday night, while 300 pas- 
sengers fidgeted, to permit Col. 
James Roosevelt of the Marines, 
eldest son of the president, and 
his wife to make connections from 
Washington, D. C. 


See No Humor in It 


Railroad officials, however, did 


not view the affair with humor. 
L. L. White, North Western vice 
president in charge of 
opera- 


tions, said Col. Roosevelt's tele- 
graphed request to hold up the 
train and granted by the termi- 
nal operating staff, who "over- 
looked what might happen at the 
time the request was made." 


It was ^believed at that time, 


Whtie said, that the Pennsylvania 
train on which Col. and Mrs. 
Roosevelt were, riding would ar- 
rive in time to occasion a wait 
of only a few minutes. 


Never So Long Before 


But the "few minutes" ticked 


slowly into an hour and seven 
minutes. 


"Previously", White said, "the 


crack train has been held brief- 
ly. Its deartuie has been delay- 
ed for varying lengths of time, 
depending upon (he importance of 
the person for whom the train 
waited. But it has never before 
waited as long as an hour.*' 


He recalled instances when such 


concessions were granted groups 
of servicemen a general or two, 
or a civilian of prominence. 


Had 3V o Knowledge of It 


Officials of the 
Pennsylvania 


railroad said they had no. official 
knowledge that Col. Roosevelt 
and his wife were on the delayed 
train, the Manhattan 
Limited, 


which runs between New York 
and Chicago. 


They said the train was delayed 


by weather and urgent business, 
including 
priority 
war 
move- 


ments. 


"Even had we known Col Roose- 


velt had been on the train we 
wouldn't have given it priority" 
an official said.
